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Introduction : 

The  Third  National  Cancer  Survey  is  a project  of  the  Biometry  Branch  of  the  National  Cancer 

1/  2/ 

Institute  and  is  a sequel  to  the  Ten  Cities  Surveys  of  1937—  and  1947—,  and  the  Iowa  Study  of 
3/ 

1950^.  The  principal  goal  is  to  provide  incidence  and  prevalence  data  for  the  years  1969  through 
1971  for  seven  metropolitan  areas,  two  entire  states,  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico.  An 
attempt  was  made  to  include  areas  previously  surveyed,  as  well  as  to  provide  geographic  and  popula- 
tion variation.

Puerto  Rico  and  non-Denver  parts  of  Colorado  are 
excluded.  Primary  cases  of  cancer  are  being  counted,  rather  than  individuals.

This  preliminary  report  has  been  prepared  to  provide  first  estimates  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  cancer  problem  as  it  exists  today.  The  1969  data  are  also  being  used  to  identify  possible 
problems  in  the  overall  system,  so  that  they  may  be  corrected  while  the  field  work  and  basic 
data  processing  are  still  in  progress.  In  addition,  analysis  of  the  1969  data  provides  an 
opportunity  to  work  out  a comprehensive  and  detailed  plan  for  the  analysis  and  presentation  of 
the  data  for  the  full  survey  period,  1969-1971. 

Operation  of  the  Survey: 

The  survey  is  being  conducted  in  each  of  the  areas  by  a local  medically-oriented  non-profit 
organization  such  as  the  State  Department  of  Health  or  School  of  Public  Health.  The  contract 
Field  Office  staffs  identify  cases  and  abstract  information  from  hospital  charts,  pathology  reports, 
autopsy  reports,  radiotherapy  records,  outpatient  clinic  records,  cancer  registries,  and  medical 
record  indices.  In  addition,  copies  of  death  certificates  which  mention  cancer  are  received  from 
state  Offices  of  Vital  Statistics  and  reported  to  the  survey.  An  intensive  effort  is  made  to 
follow-back  on  all  of  these  death  certificates  to  confirm  the  diagnosis  and  determine  the  date  it 
was  made.  In  some  instances,  doctors'  records  are  utilized  to  obtain  information.  An  intensive 
casefinding  effort  was  made  in  the  early  part  of  1971.  All  possible  sources  within  each  hospital 
were  checked  to  insure  that  all  cancer  cases  were  identified  and  that  the  most  reliable  information 


was  used  for  each. 
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The  tumor  type  and  site  are  coded  using  the  Manual  of  Tumor  Nomenclature  and  Coding , 1968 
Edition,  published  by  the  American  Cancer  Society,  Inc.  Reportable  diseases  include  in  situ 
carcinomas  but  exclude  benign  tumors.  Selected  histologies  of  disputable  or  unspecified 
character,  such  as  carcinoids  and  tumors  not  specified  whether  benign  or  malignant,  are  report- 
able  but  are  not  included  in  this  analysis.  Basal  and  squamous  cell  carcinomas  of  the  skin  are 
not  included.  Information  on  the  method  of  diagnosis  has  been  gathered  for  each  case;  93  percent 
of  the  cancers  identified  through  hospital  and  physician  records  were  microscopically  confirmed. 

The  abstracts  are  reviewed  before  data  processing,  and  extensive  computer  edits  check  for 
completeness  and  validity  of  all  items.  Selected  items  on  a single  document  are  checked  for 
compatibility,  such  as  site/sex,  site/histologic  type,  and  date  of  birth/age.  All  the  documents 
for  each  individual  are  then  compared  for  consistency  of  birth  date,  age,  race,  sex,  marital 
status,  primary  site,  histologic  type  and  date  of  diagnosis.  Problems  identified  by  the  computer 
are  listed  as  error  messages  for  investigation  and  resolution  by  the  Field  Office  staffs.  A 
difficult  portion  of  the  computer  system  was  the  development  of  specific  criteria  for  comparison 
of  sites  and  types  to  ascertain  whether  two  documents  refer  to  one  primary,  two  independent  lesions, 
or  possibly  one  primary  and  a metastatis  site.  In  clear-cut  cases,  the  computer  program  makes  the 
decision;  a special  review  and  resolution  in  the  field  is  required  for  all  other  cases. 
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Quality  is  furthered  by  semi-annual  workshops  attended  by  the  supervisors  from  all  of  the 
areas  to  share  ideas  and  problems,  as  well  as  by  frequent  staff  meetings  in  each  of  the  Field 
Offices.  There  is  close  liaison  between  the  Central  Office  and  each  of  the  Field  Offices  through 
actual  visits  as  well  as  by  phone  and  mail  communication.  Ongoing  training  of  abstractors  and 
coders  has  been  supplemented  by  a re-abstracting  program  in  which  the  source  records  are 
independently  abstracted  and  compared  to  the  original  abstracts  to  identify  problem  areas. 

Status  of  the  File: 

These  tables  incorporate  information  available  as  of  June  25,  1971.  At  that  time,  350,000 
basic  data  documents  pertaining  to  patients  seen  in  1970  and  1971,  as  well  as  in  1969,  had  been 
completed  and  processed.  The  file  contains  data  on  137,000  primary  cancers  active  during  1969, 
including  incident  and  prevalent  cancers  among  both  residents  and  non-residents.  The  cancers 
diagnosed  during  1969  numbered  more  than  74,000,  of  which  over  61,000  occurred  in  residents.  Over 
14,000  documents  to  reconcile  discrepancies  in  site,  type,  or  date  of  diagnosis,  as  well  as  to 
confirm  multiple  primaries,  had  been  processed. 

Tabular  Material: 

All  counts  in  the  tables  pertain  to  primary  cancers  diagnosed  during  1969  (incident  in  1969). 
Individuals  with  newly  diagnosed  multiple  primaries  are  counted  according  to  the  number  of  primaries 
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rather  than  just  once;  61,409  primary  cancers  were  diagnosed  in  60,408  people.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  patients  with  multiple  primary  cancers  in  this  report  are  limited  to  those  in 
whom  two  or  more  independent  cancers  were  diagnosed  during  1969.  These  data  are  not 
comparable  to  reports  dealing  with  the  occurrence  of  multiple  primaries  over  an  extended 
number  of  years. 

In  situ  carcinoma  of  the  uterine  cervix  is  given  a separate  line  in  all  tables;  in  situ 
carcinomas  of  other  sites  are  included  in  the  counts  for  the  appropriate  site.  The  list  of 
sites  is  a selected  grouping  of  the  226  actual  codes  used  and  is  a result  of  two  considerations: 

(1)  the  desire  to  identify  the  more  frequent  specific  sites  as  well  as  to  provide  a listing  that 
would  account  for  all  reportable  malignant  neoplasms,  and  (2)  the  decision  to  limit  each  table 
to  the  number  of  print  lines  on  one  page  of  computer  paper. 

Due  to  the  nature  of  the  first  counts  published  by  the  Census  Bureau  (1970  Census  First 
Count  Advance  Report,  February  1971,  PC-V2  series),  the  amount  of  detail  by  age  is  limited.  For 
all  races  combined,  information  on  the  age  distribution  of  the  population  goes  through  age  group 
75  and  over;  for  the  White  and  Negro  populations,  the  oldest  age  group  given  is  65  and  over.  In 
this  first  report,  all  data  by  age  are  restricted  to  the  amount  of  detail  available  for  the  general 


population. 
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Incidence  rates  were  computed  using  the  figures  from  the  1970  census.  No  attempt  was  made 
to  interpolate  back  to  1969.  All  rates  are  expressed  per  100,000  population.  The  crude  incidence 
rate  is  the  number  of  cancer  cases  (all  ages  combined)  divided  by  the  appropriate  survey  population 
from  which  they  arose.  The  age-specific  rates  are  computed  in  a similar  manner. 

An  age-adjusted  rate  (1970  Standard)  was  obtained  by  pooling  the  age-specific  rates,  using 
the  age  distribution  of  the  total  1970  population  of  the  United  States  as  a set  of  weights.  The 
resultant  rate  provides  a means  for  estimating  the  magnitude  of  the  cancer  problem  in  the  United 
States.  For  all  races  combined,  the  age  distributions  of  the  United  States  population  and  of  the 
survey  population  were  quite  similar:

To  facilitate  comparison  with  the  1947  survey  and  with  data  published  by  the  Connecticut 
Tumor  Registry,  rates  adjusted  to  the  1950  age  distribution  in  the  United  States  were  also  computed 
(1950  Standard).  As  indicated  below,  the  1970  population  as  compared  to  1950  had  more  people  65 
years  of  age  and  older,  as  well  as  more  people  under  the  age  of  25.

This  shift  results  in  marked  differences  between  the  rates  adjusted  on  the  1950  and  1970  age 
distributions . 

The  tables  in  this  report  provide  a summary  of  the  1969  data.  They  also  provide  prototypes 
of  tables  that  are  available  in  the  survey  office  or  will  be  available  in  the  near  future.  For 
example,  tables  11  through  13  provide  data  for  specific  age  groups  for  all  regions,  all  races  and 
both  sexes.  Similar  tables  are  available  for  each  region,  for  each  survey  area,  for  each  race  and 
each  sex.  When  more  detailed  information  is  released  by  the  Census  Bureau,  the  tables  will  be  re-run 
to  provide  data  for  5-year  age  groups.  At  the  same  time,  data  will  be  tabulated  for  a more  detailed 


listing  of  primary  sites. 
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Highlights 

4/ 

1.  A total  of  61,409  cancers—  were  newly  diagnosed  during  1969  among  the  20  million  people  residing 
in  the  survey  areas  — a rate  of  307  cases  per  100,000  population  per  year.  When  we  exclude 

in  situ  carcinoma  of  the  uterine  cervix,  the  rate  is  reduced  to  288  per  100,000.  The  age 
distribution  of  the  20  million  people  in  the  survey  indicates  that  the  survey  population  is 
somewhat  younger  than  the  203  million  people  in  the  United  States  as  a whole.  When  we  adjust 
the  survey  findings  to  the  age  distribution  of  the  United  States  in  1970,  the  incidence  rate 
is  increased  to  300  per  100,000  (exclusive  of  carcinoma  in  situ,  cervix  uteri).  If  the  survey 
findings  are  applicable  to  the  United  States  as  a whole,  the  observed  incidence  rate  indicates 
that  610,000  new  invasive  cancers  are  currently  diagnosed  each  year. 

2.  When  all  rates  for  sex  and  race  are  adjusted  to  the  age  distribution  of  the  United  States  in 
1970,  we  find  that  the  incidence  rate  for  Negroes  (338)  is  substantially  higher  than  for  whites 
(311).  The  difference  is  particularly  large  between  Negro  males  (371)  and  white  males  (335)  — 
see  Text  Table  A.  Rates  for  specific  sites,  by  race  and  sex  are  given  in  Table  6.  The  sites 
with  markedly  higher  rates  among  Negro  males  are  prostate  and  esophagus;  smaller  but  substantial 
differences  appear  for  lung  and  stomach.  Among  females,  the  outstanding  differences  between  the

Exclusive  of  non-melanotic  cancers  of  the  skin 
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the  races  are  the  more  frequent  occurrence  of  both  invasive  and  in  situ  carcinoma  of  the  uterine 
cervix  in  Negro  women  and  the  less  frequent  occurrence  of  cancers  of  the  breast  and  uterine  corpus. 

3.  To  facilitate  comparison  with  published  data,  the  1969  survey  rates  were  adjusted  to  the  1950  age 
distribution  of  the  United  States  (see  Text  Table  B) . It  is  noteworthy  that  the  incidence  rates 
for  the  white  population  in  the  1969  survey  are  similar  to  the  rates  in  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
which  has  had  a continuing  cancer  registration  program  for  more  than  30  years.  The  rates  for  all 
races  combined  and  the  rates  for  the  white  population  also  compare  to  the  rates  in  Alameda  County, 
California,  which  is  a population-based  registry  collecting  data  on  all  the  residents  in  Alameda 
County.  The  rates  for  the  Negro  population  in  the  survey  areas  are  higher  than  the  Negro  rates  in 
Alameda  County,  but  this  may  be  a reflection  of  regional  differences  in  that  the  Negro  rates  for  the 
West  were  significantly  lower  than  the  Negro  rates  for  the  other  two  regions. 

4.  Comparisons  with  the  findings  of  the  1947-48  10-city  survey  must  be  both  general  and  tentative, 
pending  detailed  examination  of  the  data.  It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  geographic  areas 
covered  are  not  identical  and  that  substantial  population  changes  have  occurred  within  areas.  Some 
of  the  observed  trends  may  in  part  reflect  changes  in  the  availability  of  medical  care  and  changes 
in  medical  practice.  Nevertheless,  a number  of  trends  are  worth  noting  (Text  Table  B) : 

a)  The  incidence  rate  among  males  increased  from  280  to  304  per  100,000  population,  while  the  rate 
among  females  decreased  from  294  to  256.  The  contrasting  trend  between  the  sexes  was 
particularly  marked  among  Negroes. 
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b)  The  increase  among  males  is  largely  due  to  substantial  increase  in  the  incidence 
of  cancers  of  the  lung  and  prostate,  and  a lesser  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
colon  cancer.  The  combination  of  these  increases  more  than  counterbalanced  the 
drop  in  the  incidence  of  gastric  and  rectal  cancers. 

c)  The  overall  decrease  among  females  reflects  drops  in  the  incidence  of  cancers 
of  the  uterine  cervix  (invasive),  stomach,  and  rectum.  The  only  site  with  an 
important  rise  in  incidence  among  both  white  and  Negro  women  is  the  lung;  the 
rate  increased  from  6 to  12  per  100,000. 

5.  Tables  7,  8 and  9 compare  incidence  rates  in  the  three  survey  regions:  North,  South,  West. 

Interpretation  of  the  data  must  await  examination  of  the  findings  in  individual  survey  areas. 

At  this  time,  we  will  limit  ourselves  to  noting  a few  intriguing  contrasts: 

a)  Lung  cancer  — Among  white  males  the  rate  is  highest  in  the  South;  among  Negro 
males  it  is  highest  in  the  North.  Among  females,  the  rates  were  highest  in  the 
West  for  both  whites  and  Negroes. 

b)  Prostate  cancer  — Among  whites,  the  rate  is  highest  in  the  West;  among  Negroes  it 
is  highest  in  the  South. 

c)  Digestive  tract  cancer  — Among  whites,  the  low  rates  in  the  South  are  noteworthy. 

Among  Negroes,  there  is  little  difference  between  the  rates  in  the  South  and  the  West, 
but  the  rates  in  the  North  are  clearly  higher. 
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d)  Breast  and  uterine  cancers  — Among  white  women,  the  breast  cancer  rate  in  the 
West  is  high.  This  is  accompanied  by  a high  rate  of  cancer  of  the  uterine 
corpus.  Among  Negro  women,  the  lower  breast  cancer  rate  in  the  South  is 
noteworthy.  The  rate  for  cancer  of  the  uterine  corpus  is  also  comparatively 
low.  In  the  case  of  cancers  of  the  uterine  cervix  (both  invasive  and  in  situ) , 
the  rate  in  the  South  is  high  among  both  white  and  Negro  women.
